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GERMANS. DROP 
BOMBS 30 MILES 
FROM LONDON

French Aviators Drop Bombs 


on Buildings Housing Ger- 
man Staff at Mezieres and 


Charleville.

LONDON, April 16.—German avia- 
tors this afternoon were dropping 
bombs in Kent, within 30 miles of 


London. 

The craft first appeared 
Herne Bay, to tha east of Canter- 
bury and about 50 miles from Lon- 
don. Within a few minutes, Can- 
terbury, closer to the capital, was 
visited and very shortly afterward 
Faversham and Sitting Bourne, not 
more than 30 miles away were at- 


tacked. 
This was the third German aerial at- 


- tack on the Eastern counties, of En- 
gland in the last 36 hours. The two 


previous attacks were made at night by 
Zeppelin airships. This afternoon's raid 
‘was carried out by at least one aero- 
plane. No great damage is reported. 

Aerial onslaughts, however, have not 
been limited to the Germans. French 
official reports claim a successful bom- 
bardment from the sky of the Imperial 
German headquarters in retaliation for 
a Zeppelin assault on Nancy. 

'Phe French statement Saves: 

“as German aviator dropped bombs 
on the hospital at Mourmelion. By 
way of reprisal for the bombard- 
ment of Nancy by a Zeppelin one of 
-@ur aeroplanes dropped five bombs 
on the German headquarters. All the 
projectiles fell on the buildings in 
which the imperial staff. were. in- 
stalled at Mexisres and Charleville. 
We also bombarded the station of 
Freiburg-im-Braisgau. 

“Finally a flying squadron of 15 
machines dropped bombs, with com- 
plete success, on the German mili- 
tary buildings at Ostend. Our aero- 
planes were violently cannonaded 
but all returned unscatched.” 

Referring to these operations, the 

statement from German headquarters 
today says: 
. “Aviators were unusually active 
yesterday, as the weather was favor- 
able. Hostile aviators threw bombs 
on places behind the German front. 
Freiburg also was visited. At this 
place several civilians, including 
children, were killed or wounded.” 

Canterbury Cathedral Unharmed. 

Although fears had been expressed 
for the safety of Canterbury Cathedral, 
it was learned late today that the 
German raider dropped no bombs there. 

A German biplane flew also over 
Sheerness. There the anti-aircraft 
guns fired oon it and the machine was 
seen suddenly to dip. The spectators 
thought it had been winged and 
cheered wildly. The aeroplane, how- | 
ever, recovered and again ascended. 
Then it traveled at a high speed across 
the Isle of Sheppey, at the mouth of 
the Thames and escaped to the open 
sea. Apparently no bombs were droppeed 
on Sheerness. British aeroplanes are 
said to have gone in pursuit of the 
machine which appeared over Sitting 
Bourne. 

The aeroplane which dropped bombs on 
Faversham was shot at by local marks- 
men, but their aim apparently was poor. 
Fiying over Sitting Bourne, the airman 
dropped another bomb, but the only re- 
sult was the digging of a hole in an 
orchard. Still another bomb was 
dropped into a chalk quarry. The Ger- 
man machine then started for the sea 
by way of Deal, from which direction 
it had appeared. 


London No Longer Immune. 

London no longer considers itself 
imamune form air-raiders of the Zep- 
pelin type. It is realized also that 
even aeroplanes could bombard the 
city. The Zeppelins, on their recent 
night raids have traveled further 
from their Cuxhaven base than the 
distance from Cuxhaven to London 
and aeroplanes 30 miles from the 
capital and choosing their own 
course, have brought a new concep- 
tion of the effective range of this 
type of machine. 

Nevertheless the public is skeptical 
of the powers for harm of Zeppelins, 
the trifling damage done during the 
night raids of Wednesday and 
Thursday being cited in justification 
of this feeling. It would appear that 
the latest air raiders have used 
bombs of an incendiary, rather than 
an explosive character.

SUNFLOWER OIL 


Plant to Be Raised at All Depots 
in Plan of German Govern- 
ment to Meet Scarcity. 


LONDON, April 16.—The production of 
margarin from sunflowers is the latest 
device attributed to the German Govern- 
ment to meet the expected scarcity of 
butter, according to a dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Co. from Amster- 
dam. The message says the Prussian 
Ministry of Railroads has ordered all 
station masters to plant sunflowers in 
every bit of available ground around the 
depots. 

Sunflowers, it is claimed, yield an oil 
that can be used in the manufacture of 
substitutes for butter. 


BRENTWOOD MAN OWNS AUTO 
THAT BUCKS LIKE A BRONCHO 


Steering Gear Seems to Have Consti- 
tutional Ailment—May Swap It 
for a Mule. 

If Leslie Berry’s bucking auto throws 
him again, after its third performance 
yesterday, his friends believe he will be 
trying to swap it for something safe— 
a healthy and exurberant Missouri mule, 
for instance. Berry, who is 3 years old 
and keeps a hardware store at Brent- 
wood, St. Louis County, has been injured 
by the machine twice within three 
months, and had a narrow escape yes- 

terday. 

He was driving on Bompart avenue in 
Webster Groves, with Ralph Mathis, |5 
years old, of Brentwood, in a rear seat.

The statements contained in the 
board's petition are in line with the 
facts first exposed by the Post-Dis- 
patch last month about the schoo! site 
deal. Kuhs is now under indictiu.ent 
for violation of the statute which for- 
bids members of the Board of Wducation 
to be interested in any contract with or 
any claim against the board, and this 
case is to be tried in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. 

In the board's, petition, it alieged 
that Kuhs was guilty of misconduct in 
office, in that, having obtained knowl- 
edge of the .pending purchase of the 
school site, he unlawfully, knowingly, 
wilfully and corruptly entered into an 
arrangement, scheme and understanding 
with J. M. Sheppard. ‘By this arrange- 
ment, it-is alleged, Sheppard was to ac- 
quire a tract of land which should be 
sold to the board at a profit, which 
profit shouldbe divided between Shep- 
pard and Kuhs.

Prominent Realty Man Caught

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CARS TIED UP 15 
MINUTES BY ROW 
OVER A TRANSFER} 


Washington Avenue’ Tracks 
Packed for Four Blocks; Po- 
lice Arbitration Refused. 


While a conductor and a_ passenger 
on an eastbound Park avenue car at 
EKighth street and Washington avenue 
quarreled over a transfer at 5 p. m. 
vesterday, traffic was blocked for near- 
ly fifteen minutes. 

A police Sergeant reported that the 
tieup extended for four blocks behind 
the car on which the quarrel occurred. 

Car Has Starting Lights. 

The first intimation of treuble was 
when Traffic Policeman Ward gave 2 
signal for the car to cross the street. 
It failed to move. The motorman told 
Ward his car was equipped with an au- 
tomatic starting signai—a green light 
which goes out when the rear door is 
open. Under the rules he could not 
siart the car until this ight was burn-} 
ing. 

Ward went to the rear platform and 
found William Long, the conductor, try- 
ing to eject Frank Pausch of 2109 John 
avenue. Long said Pausch offered him 
a transfer which had expired. He had 
taken the transfer from Pausch, but 
refused to honor it. Pausch demanded 
that the conductor give back the trans- 
fer, so that he could hold it as evi- 
dence. The conductor refused to do 
this, and while they quarreled a long 
line of cars formed behind.them. 


The Sergeant arrived and wanted to 
arbitrate the disagreement, but, accord- 
ing to his report, the conductor told him 
‘the police had nothing to do with it.” 
Pausch said he got the transfer from a 
Bellefontaine line conductor and that if 
it was punched wrong, it was not his 
fault. 

Refuses Policeman's Advice. 

The policeman induced Long to run his 
car to the terminus at Third street and 
Washington avenue. There Long again 
refused to show the transfer, saying he 
didn’t want any advice from policemen. 

Pausch agreed to stay in the car 
and go to the United Railways of- 
fice at Vandeventer and Park ave- 
nues. Policeman Ward accompanied 
him. At the office the conductor 
handed the transfer to an official of 
the company. The conductor and 
Pausch were then arrested. After 
charging each other with disturbing 
the peace they were released on bond.

HORE THN 75000 
‘CHICAGO WORKMEN 
INVOLVED IN STRIKE 


16,000 Carpenters Quit and Em- 
ployers Lock Out the Others 
—Violence Developing. 


CHICAGO, April 16.—Sixteen thousand 
nion carpenters, striking for an increase 
of 5 cents an hour, were under the ban 
of a lockout by their former employers 
today. Painters, lathers, plasterers and 
sheet workers found themselves 
in similar circumstances and enough al- 
lied trades were affected to bring the 
total of idle men above 75,000. The de- 
cision of sheet metal contractors to join 


the fight against the unions was a blow 
to the latter, as the labor leaders had 


metal 


try to perpetuate conditions which, 11 
was declared, gave iocal concerns a 
monopoly on such work in this city. 
Union sheet metal shops here are said 
to have paid a scale far in advance of 
those in other cities. 

While the action of the sheet metal 
contractors probably will open the gates 
for competition from outside communi- 
ties, the more immediate effect will be 
to save the local employers the bonds 
they deposited to insure co-operation 
with employers of other trades.. The 
metal men were told, moreover, that if 
they forfelted their bonds they would 
also lose any chances for contracts with 
members of the Allied Employers’ Asso. 
ciation. 

The carpenters went on strike at 4:3 
Dp. m. yesterday and the lockout order 
went into effect at midnight. Today 
men who wished to continue at work 
were told to take their grievances to the 
union officials. 

Work on 4000 Buildings Stops. 

When work ceased on approximately 
4000 of the 4500 unfinished structures in 
the city the contractors laid off all em- 
ploye except a few men retained to 
clean up odd jobs and watchmen placed 
on duty. The employment of watchmen 
was deemed particularly necessary be- 
cause of the decision of most of the em- 
Ployers to bring nonunion workmen 
from other cities. The first action of 
this kind probably will be taken by the 
contracting painters and decorators, 
who have determined to substitute men 
from out of the city for the 9000 union 
workmen locked out because 300 of 
their number struck in protest against 
the anti-strike agreement which all 
members of the building construction 
employers were pledged to exact from 
all building crafts. 

The carpenters’ strike came after a de- 
mand for a wage increase from & 
to 70 cents an hour had been refused by 
the Building Constructors Employers’ 
Association. The association had of.- 
fered an increase of 7% cents an hour 
lor the last 18 months of the three-year

Former Forgeries Hushed Up. 

The fact that the Medical Society 
was concerned in the Crone tranésac- 
tion was first made public in an extra 
edition of the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day afternoon, in which Crone’s 
forgeries of deeds and notes in 1900 
im connection with his handling of 
the Henry Wilhelmy estate, which 
has been hushed up by restitution, 
were exposed. 

A clerk named Wyatt of Strodt- 
mann & Strodtmann, 3607 North 
Broadway, visited the Recorder's of- 
fice today to examine the record ofa 
deed of trust against 3165 and 3167 
North Thirteenth street—48-foot lots 
with improvements. He found that 
a deed of trust for $2600 against this 
property had been released Aug. 24, 
1912, by Sam Hamburg. The deed of 
trust was executed July 24, 1909, by 
Eliza Milton and Mary Moore to F. 
W. Harbkesmann, trustee for James 
P: Wilton, payable at the office of 
Crone. 

Wyatt said that the notes secured 
by this deed of trust had not been 
paid. 

The reeorder’s books showed that 
what purported to be the principal 
note only was produced when the 
deed of trust was released. An affi- 
davit was made by Hamburg, and 
also by Frank J. Wehrle, that the 
interest noteg and the deed of trust 
had been lost. Wehrle ts the present 
owner of the property.

Evidence Recorded by Camera. 
Photographic copies of the deed of

Aiple & Hemmelmann quickly discov- 
ered important papers were missing.

Zeppelin is said to be directing the 
movements at Cuxhaven. 

Zeppelins 36 Miles From London. 

At least two Zeppelins raided the 
counties of Suffolk and Hssex early to- 
day and dropped bombs within 36 miles 
of London, but as far as material dam: 
age was concerned, the attack of the 
Germans was less successful than on 
previous occasions. A large number of 
bombs were dropped on towns and vil- 
lages, but no loss of life resulted. 

The number of airships which took 
part in the raid is uncertain, but it as- 
suredly was more than one, as attacks 
were made within a few minutes of each 
other at points 70 miles apart. The first 
was on Malden at 12:20 a. m., by a Zep 
pelin, which previously passed over 
Burnham and South Minster. After 
dropping bombs at Malden, the airship 
turned north and let fall more explo- 
sives at Heybridge. It may have been 
the same craft seen at 1 o'clock flyins 
over Harwick in the direction of Ip- 
wisch. 

A second attack was made between 
12:30 and 12:45 a. m., on Southwold, 10 
miles south of Lowestoft on the Norta 
Sea. ' 

Slight Damage Done. 

At Lowestoft, where three bombs were 
dropped, a lumber yard was set on fire, 
three horses were killed and many win- 
dows were broken; at Southwold, wher: 
several bombs were dropped, railway 
trucks were fired; at Malden a house 
was struck, but only slightly damaged 
At Heybridge several bombs were 
dropped, but no damage has been re- 
ported. 

A telegram received here from Mulden 
in Holland says the Norwegian steam- 
er Dag entered that port this morning 
and reported having sighted a Zeppelin 
airship at 5 o’clock 15 miles off the 
Dutch coast. The airship was headed if 
the direction of Germany. 

A dispatch from Basel, by way of 
Berlin, says lIrench aviators dropped 
tombs near Krotzingen and on Villingen 
and Donaueschingen, towns in Baden, 
Tuesday, according to the Nationa! 
Yeitung. These places are said to be 
without anti-aircraft guns. French 
eyiators also have bombarded the station 
of Freiburg-Im-Breisgau, about 30 miles 
west of the places mentioned by the 
National Zeitung. Six persons are sai¢ 
to have been killed and two men and 
eight children seriously hurt and a num- 
ber slightly hurt. 

It is officialiy announced in Berlin, 
says an Amsterdam dispatch, that the 
naval airship which attacked the Tyne 
Mouth district of England Wednesday, 
has returned safely. 

Dutch Steamer Sunk by Submarine, 
Swedish Vessel Lost. 

The loss of two steamers, Gne a Dutch 
vessel, from submarine attacks, was re- 
ported yesterday, and a third, a Swed- 
ish ship, was destroyed by a mine or 
torpedo. 

A submarine sank the Dutch steamer 
Katwyk, which went down yesterday, 
near the North Hinder lightship, ac- 
cording to a report of the examination 
of the vessel's captain and crew, pub- 
lished by the Department of Marine, at 
The Hague. The report says: 

‘The captain cast anchor in 2 fath- 
oms of water seven miles west of the 
North Hinder lightship. The anchor 
light immediately was lighted, as well 
as two electric lamps illuminating the 


flags fore and aft, 15 and 10 feet in

length respectively. Between the flags 
'n big letters were the words ‘Katwyk, 
Rotterdam.’ es ee 

“The second mate and two sailors 
were busy with the lamps. Besides the 
lookout standing on the bridge, no- 
‘ody else was on deck. Suddenly a 
heavy shock was felt and the mate ob- 
served a column of water on the port- 
side. The lamps were thrown out and 
fire started immediately. 

“The captain and crew hastened on 
deck and took to the boats, remaining 
near the sinking vessel for some time. 
Suddenly they observed a submarine 
emerging, showing no number, and with 
none of the crew visible. The Katwky’s 
captain shouted a request that the sub- 
marine tow the boats to the lightship, 
but no attention was paid to him and 
the submarine disappeared in the dark- 
ness. The Katwyk disappeared beneath 
the water in 20 minutes and the boats 
were rowed to the Hghtship.”’ 

The Katwyk was loaded with grain 
from Baltimore, consigned to the Dutch 
Government. 


Holland Is Aroused. 
The fact that the Dutch Government 


was directly involved in the Katwyxk’'s 
cargo, and that the news of the sink- 
ing of the steamer came immediately 
cv top of the announcement that four 
Dutch trawlers had been seized by tha 
Germans and taken to Zeebrugge, ap- 
parently heightened the feelings of the 
Hlollanders. 

A trawler has taken 
Scotland, seven men and women, part 
of the crew of the Swedish steamer 
Foike, which was blown up off Peter- 
head, Scotland, Wednesday night. 
Whether the steamer was torpedoed or 
tan into a mine, the survivors are un- 
able to say. The disaster occurred at 
11 p. m. There was an explosion in 
the after part of the vessel which sank 
in two hours. The crew pulled away 
in two boats, which became separated 
in the darkness. The Folke was of 721 
tons, and was built in 1881. 

The survivors of the British steamer 
‘tarmigan, who were landed at Grave- 
serd, say that the submarine gave no 
warning of the attacm. In the excite- 
ment of lowering the lifeboats after the 
torpedo struck, one of the fall ropes 
was cut, and the occupants of the boat 
were thrown into the water. ERight were 
drowned out of a crew of 17. 

If the Swedish steamer was torpedoed 
she would be the seventh neutral ves- 
sel torpedoed since the Germans began 
their submarine warfare, Feb. 18, ac- 
cording to available records.

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned to- 
day that it had been generally known 
along reat estate row on Chestnut street 
for several years that Crone had traf- 
ficked in fraudulent deeds of trust. 
After he was caught in the forgery 
in the Wilhelmy estate deeds of trust 
six years ago, word was passed among 
the real estate dealers to beware of 
Crone’s paper. 

Several real estate dealers into whose 
hands Crone’s deeds of trust fell be- 
came suspicious of them and required 
him to take them up. There have been 
transactions of this kind within the last 
year. Crone usually paid up the deeds 
of trust, upon demand, before an in- 
vestigation of the records was made. 

Papers Turned Back to Crone. 

In all cases the papers were turned 
back to Crone. The only evidence of his 
dealings in the Wilhelmy estate con- 
sists of the photographs of forged notes 
Whether the deeds of trust given to se- 
cure these notes were genuine prob- 
ably will never be determined, az they 
were delivered back to him when he 
made a settlement. ' 

It was thought by the real estate men 
when Crone was forced to make resti- 
tution in the Wilhelmy deal that noth- 
ing again would come up against hit, 
as he was warned that he could have 
been sent to the penitentiary. He was 
2ermitted to retain his membership in 
the Real Estate Exchanve, the official 
organization of real estate agents, and 
he advertised his membership. It was 
not until yesterday, after it had be- 
come known that he was in trouble on 
account of a spurious deed of trust, 
that steps were taken to expel him 
from the exchange. 

Since the developments in the Medical 
Society case, there have been expres- 
sions of regret that Crone was not pros- 
ecuted in the Wilhelmy case. 

Theodore Hemmelmann of the Hem- 
melmann-Spackler Real Estate Co. said 
today that hereafter whenever he 
caught anybody in a crooked transac- 
tion he was going to expose him imme- 
diately.

NEW YORK, April 16.—Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt, who underwent an operation 
yesterday in Ropsevelt Hospital, was 
said today to have passed a comfort- 
able night and to be doing as well as 
could be expected. 

The nature of the operation has not 
been divulged. 
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CHINA MAY MAKE APPEAL 


PEKIN, April 16.—No_ specified 
progress was recorded at the confer- 
ence yesterday between the Chinese 
Foreign Minister, Lu Cheng-Hs'‘ang 
and the Japanese Minister, Eki Hicki, 
over the Japanese demands. 

Owing to Chinese insistence, East- 
ern Mongolia and South Manchuria 
were not discussed together yester- 
day. The Japanese Minister con- 
tended that these two should be dis- 
cussed on the same basis, but Lu 
Cheng-Shiang argued that Japan has 
no such claims in Eastern Mongolia 
as in South Manchuria. He said fur- 
ther that China was willing to open 
treaty ports and etherwise place all 
foreign nations in a favorable posi- 
tion relative to trading. 

China Objects to Group 5, 

Lu Cheng-Shiang asked that Japan 
withdraw group five, which contains 
some of the most important demands 
made by Japan, including the em- 
ployment of Japanese political, 
financial and military advisers, and 
Japanese police; Japanese supervision 
of the manufacture and purchase of 
China’s war munitions and railways 
and mining concessions. Minister 
Hicki said that he would communi- 
cate the request to Tokio. 

It is understood that China will com- 
municate with the Powers if Japan in- 
sists on retaining group five. The Tien 
Tsin—Pekin branch of the American 
Association which includes virtuatly all 


the American business men of those two 
cities, recently called the attention of 
Secretary Bryan through the American 
Minister Paul S. Reinsch, to what was 
termed “the serious nature of the Japa- 
nese demands” and asking the American 
Government to take measures to protect 
American interests. 

The appeal recently cabled direct to 
President Wilson was signed by seven 
prominent American missionaries. The 
whole missionary body numbers several 
hundred, but the great majority of them 
have not seen the document. Some of 
those who were requested to sign it re- 
fused. 

Missionaries Faver China. 

The American board sent a circular to 
their missionaries, instructing them to 
refrain from making any public an- 
nouncement on political affairs. The 
Young Men’'s. Christian Association re- 
fused to join the petitioners. American 
missionaries generally favor the position 
taken by China, but few induige in pub- 
licity or political activities, in the belief 
that the questions which have arisen be- 
tween China and Japan can be better 
left to the ‘egation and the State De- 
partment. 

President Frank J. Goodnow of Johns 
Hopkins University, who is still the ad- 
viser of the Chinese Government, will re- 
turn to Pekin in June. (Goodnow con- 
ferred with President Wilson at Wash- 
ington yesterday.) 


INQUIRY BEGUN INTO JAPANESE 
ACTIVITY IN LOWER CALIFORNIA 


Navy Department and Villa Agency 
in Washington Seek Additional In- 
formation as to Naval Operations. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—Investiga- 

tion of reports that Mexican neutrality 

is being violated by the operations of 

Japanese naval forces in Turtle Bay 

Lower California, was undertaken today 

by the Villa agency here. Enrique C. 

Liorente, head of the agency, tele- 

graphed Gen. Esteban Cantu, Military 

Governor of Lower California, asking 

for a full report. 

The United States Government also 
has taken note of these repcrts and 
Secretary Daniels announced that Ad- 
mira] Howard, commanding the Pacific 
fleet, had been directed to furnish the 
Navy Department any informatior 
available. There have been Japanese 
vessels in Turtle Bay since the cruiscr 
Asama went aground there last Decen- 
ber. Press cispatches Wednesday told 
of the assembling of a squadron in the 
harbor, of the establishment of « large 
camp ashore and of the mining of the 
bay. 

According to the Japanese Embassy 
here, all of the operations in the Mex- 
ican harbor have been in connection 
with efforts to salvage the stranded 
cruiser. An official statement denied 
that Japan had any intention of estab- 
lishing a naval base there, or of acquir- 
ing territory anywhere on the Mexican 
coast.

CHEERS GREET NEWS OF DEATH 
OF OFFICER INVOLVED IN GRAFT 


Populace of Venice Clamors 
Hanging of Those Responsible 
for Army Uniform Fraud. 

VENICE, April 16.—Lieut. Fanta, one 
of the army officers charged with com- 
plicity in the Budapest cloth contrac- 
tor’s scandals, has killed himself. News 
of Fanta’s death was actually received 
with cheers by the populace, which is 
clamoring for the hanging of those 
chiefly responsible for the army uniform 
frauds. 

The police have ascertained that the 
contractors for khaki cloth employed a 
woman as their means of communica- 
tion with the military officials. This 
woman also is under arrest and has con- 
fessed toc having received $125,000 in 
money and jewelry worth $8000 from the 
contractors. The jewelry and part of 
the money were recovered. 

Some frauds in connection with the 
purchase of horses have resulted in 
the arrest of six uwealers and several 
accomplices, and in addition all the 
members of the official committee ap- 
pointed to buy horses for the army in 
Debreczen. Here also a woman was the 
intermediary between the committee 
and the contractors. In this fraud, ac- 
cording to official estimates, the Gov- 
ernment has lost nearly $1,000,000.

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VON WEIGAND BORN IN U. S.; 
NOT “A GERMAN JOURNALIST” 


Man Who Obtaincd Post-Dispatch In- 
terview With the Pope Worked in 
America Until Sent te Berlin. 
Karl H. von Wiegand, the staff corre- 
spondent, who obtained the interview 
with Pope Benedict XV, published by 
the Post-Dispatch last Sunday, was de- 
scribed by a New York newspaper yes- 

terday as “A German journalist.’’ 

Von Wiegand wes born in Phoenix, 
Ariz., 38 years ago. He began his news- 
paper career as a correspondent of New 
York, Kansas City and San Francisco 
papers. For a time he was on the local 
staff of the Examiner of the latter city. 
When the Los Angeles Examiner *was 
started, he was a member of the local 
staff. 

During the Japanese-Russian War Von 
Wiegand was cable editor of the As- 
sociated Press in San Francisco. He 
scored a beat on the Berkeley airship 
disaster, the first to occur in this coun- 
try. 

He was standing by the side of Fran- 
cis J. Heney of San Francisco when 
Heney was shot by a thug during the 
great municipal upheaval in that city. 

Von Wiegand was with the Associated 
Press three years and then was placed 
in charge of the San Francisco bureau 
of the United Press. He went to Ber- 
lin as manager of that association’s bu- 
reau there in 19il.

BRITISH ARMY IN 


FIELD ESTIMATED. 
AT 2,000,000 WIEN 


Official’s Figures Include All 
Troops, Regular, Territorial 
and Volunteer.

LONDON, April 7.—Part of Kitchener's 
new army—horse, foot and artillery—is 
on the move once more to the great 
camping ground on Salisbury Plain, 
where soon more than 100,00 soldiers 
will. be encamped. The winter is ended, 
billets and winter quarters are being 
emptied and all along the great main 
roads that lead toward the plain lines 
of troops can be seen on the march. 

One entire brigade of 10,00 men is 
marching cross-country from Whitby, 
making about 17 miles a day under 
active service conditions. Whitby is ap- 
proximately 240 miles from Salisbury 
Plain. Following six months of hard 
training, this is an easy test, and less 
than a dozen men daily have fallen out 
of line from all causes. The brigade is 
preceded by a group of buglers, whose 
most popular air, by general agreement, 
is “Way Down Upon the S’wanee 
River.”* 

Number of Seidiers a Secret, 

It is impossible even for members of 
Parliament to find out how many sol- 
diers Great Britain hag in training. They 
have put the question in the House of 
‘‘ommons and the War Office has re- 
fused to answer it, saying that the in- 
formation would be so valuable to the 
enemy that it must remain secret. 

Meanwhile the friends of conscription, 
which include Lord Northecliffe's papers, 
are preaching of the need of preparing 
for that form of recruiting, and in the 
daily papers are such appeals as that 
appearing today from the Recruiting 
Committee for Taunton, which says:

Signed Before Election. 

The resignation signed in the Night 
and Day Bank by Frederick on April 5, 
between 4 and 5 p. m., was taken to 
the city hall at 9:55 a. m. by President 
Hohenschield and Vice President Hay- 
den of the bank. They presented it 
to Register Witter, and when the Regis- 
ter doubted his authority to accept it, 
they presented it to Counselor Daues. 
Then they visited the Mayor's office, 
told of their dttion, and said that in 
the event the Register could not accept 
the resignation, they wanted it pre- 
sented to the Mayor.

BATH AT ALL HOURS 


It will not be necessary in St. Loujs 
County this summer to keep a time 
schedule to know when you can take a 


bath. The West St. Louis Water and 
Light Co. is building a 10,000,000-gallon 
reservoir on the Olive Street road be- 
tween the Link and Denny roads, which 
is expected to supply enough water for 
all purposes, even in the hours when 
lawn sprinklers are busiest. 

The new reservoir will cover four 
acres of ground and will cost $30,000. It 
will be supplied with water from the 
Missouri River from the pumping sta- 
tion below St. Charles, and an electric 
centrifugal pump will see that the prop- 
er pressure is always maintained. 

Last summer the county’s water sup- 
ply was wholly inagequate. There were 
times when, according to officers of the 
West St. Louis company, the demand 
Was six times greater than the supply. 
The three standpipes at Kirkwood, Nor 
mandy and Strattmann could not hold 
a big enough reserve. 

Extraordinary efforts were made to 
conserve the supply, but they failed, In- 
vestigators discovered that on hot nights 
property owners would Keep sprays g0- 
ing from sunset to sunrise, to cool the 
atmosphere around their bedrooms. 

Finally an order was issued that per- 
sons living on the north and west sides 
of streets must sprinkle their lawns 
only on Mondays, Wednesdays and Sat- 
urdays, while the sprinkling privilege 
was reserved to those on the east side 
and south side on Tuesdays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays. 

Even that expedient failed. Golfers 
who went to their clubhouses, hot and 
sweaty after a game, often found they 
could get only a trickle of water from 
the showers. Even the regular Satur- 
day night. bath, which is said to be still 
a venerable institution in a few country 
homes, sometimes had to walt. e 

The new reservoir is on one of the 
highest points in the county, being 20) 
feet higher than the given mean alti- 
tude of St. Louis. It is to be completed 
and in use early in June.

Sellers complained to the police yes- 


terday that Mrs. Buckner, his house- 
keeper, had kidnaped his daughter, and 
left a note saying she was guvoing to 
San Francisco. He said he believed 
the woman would go first to Spring- 
field, Mo., as she has relatives there. 
A Frisco train was inspected at New- 
burg, 119 miles from St. Louis and the 
woman and child were found on board. 
The woman declared the child was her 
own, and after her arrival here, she 
end Sellers told their stories. 

Both formerly lived in Springfield, 
and Sellers says he knew Mrs. Buck- 
ner when she was a baby. In 1906, 
Sellers said, he was married to Sallie 
Brown of Springfield, and lived with 
her a year. He divorced her in 1907, he 
said, alleging desertion. In 1908 he mar- 
ried Mildred Pierce, now Mrs. Buckner,

VILLA BOTH CLAIN 
VICTORY AT GELAYA 


Latest Washington Advices Say 
Army of Northern Leader 
Has Surrounded City. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—Consu! Sill- 

iman at Vera Cruz cabled the State De- 
partment today a summary of the 
Carranza reports of a victory by Gen. 
Obregon over the Villa forces near 
Celaya. Rout of the Villa army with 
the capture of 30 pieces of artillery and 
many prisoners was claimed. 
' Later the department received advices 
from Iraquato saying hostilities at Ce- 
laya were still in progress, with slight 
advantage on the side of the Villa- 
istas, who, the department announce- 
ment says, have completely surrounded 
the city and cut the railroad behind the 
Carranzistas. 

The Carranza agency made public a 
telegram from Gen. Carranza, quoting 
Gen. Obregon’s report on 36 hours of 
fighting at Celaya. Obregon announced 
a complete victory over Villa, who, he 
said, attacked Celaya Wednesday. morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock with 42 of his generals 
and 30,000 men in three armies. The re- 
port said, in part: 

“‘We have picked up from the field 
over 30 cannon in perfect condition, with 
all their ammunition and beasts of bur- 
den; over 6000 Mauser rifles, and have 
taken more than 8000 prisoners and large 
numbers of horses, saddles and other 
war materials. 

“At this time I calculate that the ene- 
my’s losses exceed 14,000 men, dead. 
wounded and prisoners. Our losses do 
not exceed 200 men dead and wounded, 
among the latter being a Colonel and 
an officer of my staff.’’ 

Affidavits have been received by 
diplomatic representatives from the In- 
ternational Committee of Mexico City 
elleging the existence of conditions of 
anarchy in Mexico City and reciting 
specific instances of abuse of foreign- 
ers. Word reached Secretary Bryan 
from Americans in Mexico City, he said 
recently, that the affidavits were on 
their way to Washington and that they 
exaggerated actual conditions in many 
instances.

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HUERTA TO VISIT ST. LOUIS: 
ON “PRIVATE BUSINESS” 


Former Mexican Dictator Refuses to Say When 
He Will Come or What Is Exact Pur- 
pose of Trip. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April 16.—Victoriano 
Huerta may visit St. Louis, but why or 
when he intends to go there he will not 
tell. A Post-Dispatch reporter who in- 
quired as to his plans this morning Was 
told at his apartments in the Ansonia 
that he was considering such a visit, 
on purely private business, hut that the 
date of the intended visit had not as yet 
been fixed and would not be until next 
week. The nature of the ‘private busi 
ness” would not be divulged. 

Gen. Huerta last night made pub- 
lic a 3000-word manifesto dealing, 
with the past of Mexico, in which he 
condemned his predecessor, Francisco 
I. Madero, disavowed personal respon- 
sibility for the assassination of Ma- 
dero, mildly criticised the Mexican 
policy of Wilson administration and 
wound up by declaring that Mexico 
would be saved by a Mexican. 

Twenty reporters attempted to pin 
down the crafty old Indian to a state- 
ment of his own intentions. Was it 
true that he had said he would return 
to Mexico if the people called him? 
He had not said so for publication. The 
inference was left quite plain that the 
exiled President is at least in ‘“‘a re- 
ceptive frame of mind. 

Insistent reports are circulating 
through the financral district that a 
syndicate of foreign business interests 
is backing Huerta in a campaign to 
restore him to the presidency. Belief 
that ‘‘something is doing’’ has been re- 
flected in the last 48 hours by a rise in 
exchange on Vera Cruz and the placing 
of large commercial orders from Mex- 
ico in the New York market. 


Activity Under Cover. 
Concealed somewhere under the sur- 


face and denied by everyone most likely 
to be interested, there is evidently a 
movement to bring order out of the 
Mexican chaos. 

From Villa's headquarters in Mexico 
come reports that Huerta is being called 
to Mexico by a conference of former 
leaders of the Cientifico party held a 
fortnight ago at San Antonio. 

After persistent questioning, Huerta 
lost his temper at the cross-examination 
on his responsibility for President Ma- 
dero’s death. 

“I want you to realize,’’ he declared 
in Spanish, beating upon his breast with 
his right hand, ‘‘that although you speak 
to a man of another race, you speak to 
a man, withal. -Ever since I was a little 
child I have known only two things— 
right and wrong. If I have done wrong 
i shall not shirk the responsibility for it. 

“The death of Madero is one of the 
hig tortures of my life. but the day 
is very near wher the truth shall be 
known about it, then I shall stand 
forth before the world a ¢reat man— 
vindicated. No, it shaiz aot be after my 
death; I do not expect to die soon.”’ 

‘But who killed him?’’ demanded a 
reporter. 


“A Soldier’s Secret.” 
Huerta did not answer, but Abraham 


Z. Ratner, one of his secretaries, spoke 
up: “That’s a professional secret—a sol. 
cier’s secret.”’ 

afuerta repeated after him that as a 
soldier he could not tell what he knew. 

“Are you going to invade Mexico,”’ 
was asked. Again Ratner volunteered 
the answer: ‘“That’s all trash.” 

In his formal statement Huerta 4e- 
fends the course of his policy, especially 
toward foreigners, and declares that 
Americans as well as other natiors 
approved his acts. 

Of the American Government’s policy 
Huerta says: ‘‘The heads of your admin- 
istration were not fair to Mexico, but I 
Lelieve they were misled by false state- 
rients. Besides, there is quite a differ 
ence between theory and facts. If your 
administrators had only been in Mex- 
ico for 30 davs they would have changed 
their theoretical, erroneous ideas. 

“But I would rather not discuss this 
subject too deeply. It is a discourteay, 
you know, for a foreigner to criticise 
heads of a nation whose hospitality he 
enjoys. 

Resigned for Country’s Good. 

‘‘Were it not for the immense love for 
my country, and the fervent desire for 
its good and progress, I would still be 
the constitutional president of my coun- 
try, as there never existed, nor could 
there exist, any power that-could fight 
and win against right and justice, and 
drive me from my post. I resigned be- 
cyuse I thought by so doing to benefit 
my country. I left the presidency vol- 
untarily. Nobody took it away from 
me , 

“I should be excused for having talked 
so much about myself. I am only hu- 
man. The actual situation of my coun- 
try is too sad for me to analyize deeply. 
Anarchy is too soft a word to call it.

In 
that way one plate contained as much 
meat as the next. 

Bolled Into a Thick Stew. 

Added to this ground meat are vege- 
tables of all sorts, principally cabbage, 
onions, Carrots, potatoes and parsley.

Shows Papers to Clerk. 

“Crone talked with a clerk and then 
brought out a book showed me an en- 
try which he said showed the deed had 
been released. I said that it was not 
yet plain to me how the deed could 
have been released while the deed and 
notes were still in the safe deposit box 
used for the funds of the society.

“I gaid that as the deed had Ben 
released in some way while still in the 
possession of the society, I wished to 
make sure that it now stood in a map- 
ner that would not cause injury to any- 
one else. Crone then said to me, ‘What 
are you trying to do? I will get the 

Recorder to tell you the deed is re- 
leased properly.’ 

“Crone returned with a man he in- 
troduced as Recorder Joy, and while I 
had never seen him before, I felt sure 
he was the Recorder, as he was treated 
by the clerks as a superior. I said to 
the Recorder that I wished to make 
sure for the sake of other persons that 
the deed was correctly released. I said 
that I did not know if ‘correctly’ was 
the proper word to use, but I wished 
him to understand that I was deter- 
mined to make sure that it now stood 
so that none could be injured by any 
irregularity. The Recorder looked over 
the book and said the deed had been 
released. He said notes had been pre- 
sented and canceled to secure its re- 
lease. 

Shrug of Shoulders. 

“Then I asked him how it could 
have been released by notes when the 
netes were in my possession. He 
told me it is none of the business of 
the office to inquire into the correct- 
ness of notes presented. Then he 
asked me if I had received my money 
and I replied yes. He said he did 
not see what else there was to it as 
I had the meney and the deed had 
been released. 

“IT said to him, ‘Mr. Recorder, either 
these notes I have are forgeries or 
those which were shown here to re- 
lease the deed were forgeries.’ He 
replied that the office “stood upon 
the record.” 

“Then I asked him what I should 
do, and asked him if the office did 
not intend to take notice of what 
must be a forgery. My only answer 
was a shrug of the shoulders. 

“The attitude of everyone in the 
office apeared to be one of complete 
indifference. While I am not a busi- 
ness man, such indiffernce appeared 
amazing. I shall work to aid an ef- 
fort to secure some change in such 
methods. “ x 

“Tt seems to me that it would be 
easy to have the city have its own en- 
graved forms for trust deeds and notes 
and guarantee them, making the coun- 
terfeiting of such forms just such an 
offense as counterfeiting .monev.

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United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals Rules Against the 
Kellogg Company. 


DETROIT, April 16.—In denying a mo. 
tion filed by the Kellogg Toasted Corn 
Flakes Co. against the Government’s 
petition for an injunction to restrain the 
company from fixing the resale price of 
the products, the United States Circuit 


Court of Appeals, in a decision just 
filed in the District Court here, rules 
that the owner of a patented carton 
cannot dictate the selling price of the 
goods which the carton contains. 

The Government's petition, filed in De- 
cember, 1912, attacked the selling plan 
of the defendant company, stating that 
it specified the price which the jobber, 
the wholesaler and the retailer should 
charge for its product. 

In its motion to dismiss the Govern- 
ment’s petition, the Kellogg company 
contended that its ownership of a pat- 
ent on the carton in which its product 
was marketed--gave it the right to fix 
the price of the product. 

In its decision the Court of Appeals 
says: 

“The general rule is well settled that 
a system of contracts between manu- 
facturers, jobbers and retailers by 
which the manufacturers attempt to 
control the prices for all sales by all 
dealers at wholesale or retail, whether 
purchasers or subpurchasers, eliminat- 
ing all competition and fixing the 
amount which the consumer shall pay, 
amounts to restraint of trade and is in- 
valid both at common law and so far as 
it affects interstate commerce under 
the Sherman anti-trust act. 

“Tt seems to be entirely clear that the 
defendant's selling plan here in ques- 
tion goes beyond any protection afford- 
ed by the patent on the carton and Is 
in its essential principles violative of the 
Sherman act.’’ 


AID ASKED FOR AUSTRIAN 
AND SERVIAN PRISONERS 


Appeal Sent te Post-Dispatch Says 
Bedding, Clothing and Disinfect- 
ants Are Much Needed. 

The following letter has been received 
by the Fost-Dispatch appealing for as- 

sistance for the Servians: 
NISH, Servia, Feb. 23, 1915. 

“Editor St. Louis Post-Dispatch: 

“Dear Sir—May I appeal to your read- 
ers on behalf of the Servians and their 
Austrian prisoners? 

“Typhus is raging in Servia and un- 
less immediate relief is given the mor- 
tality will be appalling. Typhus is a dis- 
ease Occurring only where filthy condi- 
tions exist and spread by lice, which 
flourish in dirt. There are not enough 
buildings to hovse thé sick: properly and 
they lie huddled togethey on dirty straw. 
They have had no change of clothing 
for six months, so personal cleanliness is 
impossible. They cannot bé given proper 
nourishment, as there is. not enough 
available. 

‘“‘Neither can they be cared for prop- 
erly as there are not enough doctors, 
nurses and orderlies to care for one- 
hundredth of those ill with the disease. 
The doctors usually work for about two 
contracting the disease, 
owing to lack, of a)l means of protecting 
themselves from it. The mortality is 50 
per cent. The following are the four 
most necessary things wanted: 

“1. Tents and portable chicken runs, 
which make excellent houses; there is 
no lumber in Servia, so nothing can be 
built. 

‘2. Beds and bedding; straw is impos- 
sible to keep free from lice. 


ideal breeding place for lice. 

“4. Disinfectants and white wash. 

Tea and brandy are given to typhus 
patients;: tea costs $2 a pound and is 
very scarce, while brandy is almost un- 
obtainable. Condensed milk is also very 
much needed. As the Austrian prisoners 
are equal sufferers with the Servians, 
the German-Americans could aid-their 
compatriots by contributing. The Ameri- 
can Consul is also acting German and 
Austrian Consul and cc-uld give anything 
marked “for Austrian prisoners’ to 
them with no unnecessary formalities. 
Everything should be sent in care of the 
American Consul, Nish, Servia, for Red 
Cross work and speed is the most es- 
sential thing in this most deplorable 
state of things, as daily the death list 
grows most tremendously. Very truly,

“We don’t want a misconception of 
the duties of a policewoman to gain 
ground as it did at first in Chicago and 
elsewhere. To expect a woman to do 
patrol duty or compete with men in 
to make 
her a figure for derision and ridicule, 
It is in looking after the moral wel- 
(fare of women, children and young 
girls and boys that we expect to excel 
men. 

“We have asked for six policewomen 
to begin with. In order to distribute 
them over the city in the various places 
they are needed, it would be impossible 
io assign each to a daily beat. In fact. 
their work would 
such places as 
summer gardens, restaur- 
ants, picture shows, all public places 
of amusement, if they appear at un- 
expected and irregular intervals. At 
the Union Station, however, we ask 
that two women be constantly on duty, 
one at night and one in the day. Mc- 
Kinley and other stations should he 
covered at such times as trains ar- 
rive.”’ 

‘‘And then,” continued Miss Robb, “as 
to the matter of uniform, since the 
work is of a more or iess confidential 
nature, preventive and precautionary, 
rather than punitive, dealing with be- 
yinners rather than old offenders 
against the law, who need all the pomp 
and display of brass buttons, firearms 
end clubs to impress them, most of us 
think a uniform, a distinguishing uni- 
form, at least, inadvisable for police- 
women. 

“While the badge of authority and the 
power to arrest offenders and turn 
them over to the law are the great ad- 
vantages we seek, policewomen in other 
cities seem to find it best to wear the 
star concealed, until occasion demands 
it be shown, and to look, when on duty, 
as much as possible like other women.” 

Asked about the matter of salary. 
| she said: 

“I cannot see that the work of safe- 
guarding the morals and other interests 
of women, children and domestic reia- 
tions can be less vaivable than that of 
'-sufeguarding property, business and the

What might Frederick and other 
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CONCEALING CRIMES. ] 
The law concerning the concealment of crimes 
is broad and explicit. It makes it the duty of 
every citizen to disclose to the grand jury or the 
prosecuting officer any and all criminal offenses 
of which he has knowledge. 
Although the duty is enjoined upon citizens, the 
law does not make it a criminal offense not to 
disclose knowledge of crime unless there is an 
agreement, express or implied, for compensation or 
advantage, not to disclose such knowledge or not 
to prosecute. Withholding knowledge of crime 
or failing to prosecute under express or implied 
agreement for compensation of some kind is 
“compounding a felony,” which is thus defined in 
the statutes of Missouri: 

Every person having a knowledge of the 

actual commission of an offense punishable 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary, who 
shall take any property of another, or any 
gratuity or reward, or any promise, under- 
taking or engagement therefor, upon agree- 
ment or understanding, express or implied, to 
compound or conceal any such crime or to 
abstain from any prosecution therefor, or to 
withhold any evidence thereof, shall upon 
conviction be adjudged guilty of a misde- 
meanor.—Rev. Stat. 1909, Sea. 4360. 
In addition to the general duty of disclosing 
knowledge of crime in order that the laws may be 
enforced and society protected from the depreda- 
tions of criminals, there is, in the case of candi- 
dates for public office, a stronger motive in the 
protection of the people from dishonest officials. 
The necessity of securing good government and of 
conserving the public welfare makes it an -im- 
perative duty of citizens to expose criminals seek- 
ing office. 

Additional proof of the danger to the public of 
concealing crime is supplied in the Crone case. 

Whether felonies have been compounded in the 
Frederick and Crone cases is a question tliat can 
only be determined by legal investigation, but 
that there has been gross dereliction in the duty 
of good citizenship is manifest. 
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THE SLOW-GOING PRIZH OOURTS. 
We have heard a great deal about judicial re- 
| torm in England and the amazing expedition of 
its courts. Evidently, however, the improvement 
in procedure does not extend to the prize courts 
of the country, which show no greater inclination 
to break any speed limits than a Missouri Circuit 


Court. 
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THE 1915 CAHOKIA MOUND BILL. 
Another strong effort to pass a bill creating the 
Cahokia Mound State Park will be made before the 
present Illinois General Assembly. Hearings at 
which legislators will be enlightened on the mer- 
its of the plan are fixed for early dates. 

The project made encouraging progress through 
the manner of its presentation to the General As- 
sembly at Springfield.two years ago. 

The Pageant and Masque of St. Louis, witnessed 
by hundreds of thousands of people in the great 
natural amphitheater of Forest Park a year ago, 
widened the circle of those with an active per- 
sonal interest in the measure. * 
This great physical feature of much histor- 
ical and sentimental significance in Illinois ter- 
ritory adjacent to St. Loujs and the Mississippi 
should be taken from private ownership and in- 
vested with public guardianship. 

The plan contemplates the acquisition of a con- 
siderable area of land adjacent to the mound. 
With improved accommodations it can be con- 
verted into an attractive spot of large appeal for 
tourists. 

Illinois has no other place as worthy of erection 
into a state park as this evonder of American 
archeology, and there will be no more favorable 
time for dedicating it to the whole people. The 
Legislature should not adjourn without action 
looking to = purchase. 
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PULLMAN PROFIT-SHARING PLAN. 
One circumstance is so representative of Pull- 
man company methods and its general policy to- 
ward faithful employes that as soon as it had been 
disclosed the Industrial Relations Commission 
might have discontinued further inquiry as un- 
necessary. 
A Pullman car porter is commonly started in 
at $35 a month. If he learns rapidly and does 
his work efficiently and satisfactorily, the “pro- 
motion” he gets as a special reward after a year 
or two is to a job paying $27.50 a month.

THE SUIT OF THE RIGGS BANK. 

The Riggs National Bank of Washington, D. C., 
under former administrations was given Govern- 
ment deposits to the amount of millions. One of 
its paid employes was permitted desk room in 
the Treasury Department to get early informa- 
tion of steps that might be useful to the bank. 
In general it was treated as though it were a 
branch of the National City Bank of New York, 
with the additional advantage of being on the 
ground. 

The public can appreciate that the cutting off

At one time within the past two years two- 
thirds of the bank's capital had been loaned to 
its own officers and directors, in addition to 
other loans made to concerns in which they 
were interested.

The officers of the bank regularly conduct- 
ed a bucket shop as a branch of the bank’s 
business, with private wires to New York, ex- 
torting large commissions from infatuated 
Government employes and Washington wom- 
en. 

The Treasury officials are charged in the suit 
with prying impertinently into the bank’s affairs, 
with desiring to injure the bank’s business and 
with being actuated by malice. It seems to have 
been about time that the Government did a little 
prying into its business. No malice is to be pre- 
sumed from measures for injuring the bucket shop 
business, in which hundreds of Washingtonians 
are market gambling and are losing their money. 
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THE FREDERICK FAROE. 
Frederick’s qualifying for President of the Board 
of Aldermen was a ghastly farce. His guilt is ad- 
mitted. If he had been convicted of crime he would 
have been legally disqualified. His legal disqual- 
ification is only a matter of form and time. 
Certainly, there ought to be a way by which a 
criminal, elected in ignorance of his crime, should 
be kept from qualifying and assuming his office 
for a moment. The city should be saved the hu- 
miliation of having an exposed and confessed 
criminal qualify and take the oath of office. 

The scheme concocted in the case of Frederick 
o? forcing his resignation and putting him through 
the farce of qualification is absurd and disgrace- 
ful. 

The partisan scheme of taking a criminal’s resig- 
nation before election and keeping the people 
ignorant of his crime is contemptible. 

Let us have no more tragic and shameful 
“jokes” like that of the Frederick scandal. 
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A PLEA FOR VON BERNSTORFF. 

Our Government should deal considerately with 
the note on American neutrality by German Am- 
bassador von Bernstorff. 

It is true that inimical intergretations and ‘pe- 
vere criticisms of the acts of the Government to 
which he is accredited are universally regarded 
as bad form on the part of an Ambassador. As 
a rule they are resented as impertinences, if not 
actual insults. Governments do not accept with 
submissive gratitude or appreciation lectures on 
their duties from foreign Ambassadors. Ambas- 
sadors who do such things become so unpopular 
that their absence is usually regarded as con- 
ducive to good international relationships: 

We should consider, however, the feverish, not 
tu say hysterical, condition of Von Bernstorff and 
the examples of diplomatic bad form which he 
has had to guide him. His school of diplomacy is 
faulty. 

Moreover, if his home Government takes cogni- 
zance of the effect on American public. opinion 
of its Ambassador’s antics in trying %o influence 
Anferican sentiment and control American conduct 
in the war, he will not need a rebuke from Wash- 
ington. Germany is the chief sufferer from Von 
Bernstorff’s pernicious activity in trying to force 
America into belligerent neutrality. 
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PLENTY OF ANNIVERSARIES. 

A Swiss boy in a fine Spencerian hand begs us 
to “start a mbvement” to “‘set aside” today, April 
16, as a national holiday to “cement Swiss-Amer- 
ican amity and celebrate the anniversary of the 
death of John Henry Fuseli.” As other well-post- 
ed boys will easily recall, Fuseli was a very dis- 
tinguished Swiss-English painter. 

While our enthusiasm is instantly appealed to 
by the idea of setting aside toda$, or any other 
perfectly good day not otherwise set aside, as a 
holiday (as a matter of conviction if not of prin- 
ciple we favor holidays national, state, local and 
even individual), nevertheless we are confused 
when it comes to choosing any one pretext for 
declaring April 16 a public holiday. Because there 
are. so many good ones. It is an embarrassment 
of riches. Fillipo Brunelleschi§ the great Italian 
architect, breathed his last on this day; Sir John 
Davies, the English poet, was baptized; Aphra 


Behn, the English writer, died; Charles Peale, the 


American artist, was born; Mme. Tussand, the 
wax-works lady, De Tocqueville, statesman, and 
Buffon, the naturalist, all died; Columbus, Ga., 
was taken by the Federals; France declared war 
against Juarez in Mexico; six or seven play- 
wrights were born; Castro retired temporarily 
from the presidency of Venezuela; the Pacific 
cable connecting us with China was completed— 
and a thousand other big things in*various years 
have befallen on this great 16th of April. 

It is easily the most important day we have 
had so far and the very best reason for declar- 
ing it a holiday is that one is alive now and 
able to enjoy it. 

But, all things considered, including the afore- 
said difficulty of picking any one historic thing 
tc anniversarize, so to speak, we think it would 
be better just to make it a private holiday, and 
fet each individual knock off work and celebrate 
whatever he prefers, provided the boss will stand 
for it. One can always find plenty of good com- 
pany, as many of the I. W. W. are making a 
holiday of every day. 
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UMBRELLA MORALITY. 

It pains us to have to hint that our umquhile 
umbraculum, or quondam umbrella, which we 
prized with a certain moral vanity because it 
once belonged to a parson, has mysteriously dis- 
appeared from its moorings. Possibly it has been 
borrowed by somebody outside the offica, some 
casual visitor, a stranger, perhaps, who has hon- 
ored us with an intimacy which takes something 
for granted. Be that as it may, we are duly 
flattered with the role of Samaritan thrust upon 
us, and proud to affirm that we were never a 
mere fair-weather friend to anybody. 

None the less, we repine the infraction of mo- 
rality. The loss of the umbrella itself, even 
with its spiritual and sentimental associations, 
could be repaired handily when occasion present- 
ed, but the principle of meum and tuum suffers 
irreparably—an injury which society at large 
must bear. However motiveless the crime, it 
tends to undermine that respect for property upon 
which all morality is bottomed. 

Contemplating the consequences of lax borrow- 
ing, we feel moved now as never before, to re- 
turn the umbrella to the goodly source whence we 
derived it, and we pray that its present-holder in 
trust will be similarly prompted towards us be-

steam boiler. 

If they become very weak and brittle 
they burst and apoplexy is the result. 

The most frequent causes of this dis- 
ease are, first, overwork, bodily or 
mental, particularly the former; and, 
second, the poisoned condition of the 
blood produced by infections—such as 
blood poisoning, tuberculosis and 
Bright’s disease—and third, overeating 
and:the use of aicohol. 

These last two causes act by produc- 
ing poisons or toxins in the blood which 
weaken the muscles of the blood ves- 
gels. Overeating tends to arteriosclero- 
sis, and we are said to dig our graves 
with our teeth.

put up his hands. Brock matched him with Mr. Fink, 
| who was quite willing to punch any wandering cow- 
boy, tall or short, for a proper financial inducement. 
Willard looked down on Fink and thought fighting must 

be one of the softest snaps on earth, 

When they got into the ring that night Jess found 
himself for the first time in his life in real sporting 
surroundings. Under the bright lights the smoke curled 

up from the two-bit cigars affected by Oklahoma’s 

best sportsmen. Mr. J. D. Brock wore a large diamond 

in his soft shirt. 

ROBT. EDGREN ting $500 and somebody else shook a handful of twen- 

ties and called for odds, and a man right in Willard’s 

corner urged him to fight because he had $2 up on him. Jess smiled re- 

assuringly. He felt a little sorry for Fink, who was just one of the necessary 

He looked all around in his smiling way 

and found a few friends in the crowd and felt impressed by the magnificent 

excitement of it all and the reckless extravagance of those who were calling 
out: ‘‘Betcher ten on the little feller.’’ 


Somebody said something about bet- 


suddenly dawned upon him. that Mr. 
Fink was pushing gloves into his face. 
It was Willard’s first experience of the

On the night of the second fight Fink 
advanced confidently and shot out his 
left to jab the tall cowboy on the nose, 
but something interfered with the pro- 
gram. At the same instant Jess shot 
his own left hand out. His reach was 
longer than Fink’s. Result, Jess landed 
and Fink didn’t. Fink got the jar in- 
stead of Jess. 

From the start Fink was decidedly up 
against it. And in the third round Jess 
knocked him out with a left jab. 

Since that night Willard has had a 
fancy for the left. He has developed a 
couple of great knockout blows with his 
right, but it is the long, snappy left that 
he depends upon in the main—the left 
that made Johnson blink and shake his 
head long before he went reeling back to 
defeat. 

After beating Fink Jess knocked out a 
few other heavyweights, won a couple 
of decisions, and took it into his head 
to challenge Carl Morris. The great 
Carl’s answer was short and to the 
point. ‘‘Tell that bum cow puncher,”’ 
said Carl, ‘‘that there is nothing doing. 
He’d get too much reputation by being 
knocked out by me.”

Result of Improved Business 
Conditions Head of Railway 
Writes President Wilson. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—Announce- 
ment that the Lehigh Railway will soon 
award contracts involving an expendi- 
ture of almost $1,000,000 ‘“‘as a result of 
improved business conditions at this 
time,’’ is made in a letter to President 
Wilson from EF. B. Thomas, president of 
the road, which has been made public 


at the White House, with the consent of 
Thomas. The letter added thqt the road 
contemplated additional expenditures 
“as conditions improve in the manner [ 
believe they will.’’ 

Thomas wrote to the President to deny 
that he meant any criticism of the ad- 


ministration in saying in a recent state-/| 


ment after a call at the White House 
that the prosperity of the railroads de- 
pended largely on the attitude of Wash- 
ington officials. 

“‘My first impulse,’’ wrote Thomas, 
“upon learning that political capital was 
being made of an isolated parageaph in 
iny statement, was to ignore the mat- 
ter. I fully appreciate the fact that you 
are engrossed with affairs of state of 


vital importance to the welfare of the 


country, and I am sure that the manner 
in which you have safeguarded the in- 
terests of the country inspires the confi- 
dence and admiration of every American 
citizen. 

“Since it appears, however, that a 
wholly erroneous interpretation is being 
placed on that portion of my statement, 
which has been made the subject of edi- 
torial comment, I now feel it my duty 
to call the matter to your attention. 

“It seems to me that a careful reading 
of the entire statement cannot leave aa 
impression of criticism of your adminis- 
tration. I said, among other things, that 
business should face the future with 
confidence; that the adjournment. of 
Congress enabled you to keep your 
promise that business was to have a 
rest; that the manner in which the 
country had solved -the financial prob- 
lems forced upon us by the war, due in 
large measure, of course, to the new 
Federal reserve act, demonstrated that 
the country was fundamentally sound. 
These sentiments certainly cannot be re- 
garded as a reflection either on you or 
your administration.’’

NEW YORK, April 16. 

Stock trading was broad and active at 
the opening of the market today. Prices 
were \% to 1% points higher on the 
favorite shares. Market news was most- 
ly favorable. Later prices rose vigor- 
ously under the lead of Locomotive, 
which made a sensational advance on 
reports that the company was doing a 
large business in supplies for the war- 
ring’ nations of Europe. The market 
closed irregular. 

Foreign Exchange Lower. 

“Foreign exchange rates declined 
today, the rate both on London and 
Berlin falling back about % cent. 
This, so far as London is concerned, 
was a corollary to the day’s an- 
nouncements, in the market (for 

‘war orders’ which so greatly excited 
the Stock Exchange. 

‘It must be remembered that if, 
as this morning’s reports asserted, 
all of the contracts for war muni- 
tions, placed with the Locombdtive 
Company, is for goods to go to Rus- 
sia, London has _ nevertheless the 
task of financing the operation on the 
market for exchange, 

“It will not have escaped notice 
that, notwithstandin gthe announced 
co- operation of the London oint 
stock banks and the Bank of Eng- 
land, to put up Lombard street 
money rates, and notwithstanding 
the further announcement of. daily 
exchequer borrowings for the same 
genera ta Ste ty the London discount 
market fails to respond. It has de- 
clined % of per cent since the 
second of these announcements was 
given out, and today’s rate was lower 
even than in the middle of last 
week. 

“All this reflects the abnormal and 
wholly artificial character of the n- 
dgn credit situation. Money has been 
made unnaturally cheap, not by actual- 
ly increased supplies of capital, but by 
a mass of fixed credits, created for the 
whole of the war by the Bank of En- 
gland. 

It is not easy to change this status 
by the usual expedients of norma! 
times. Meantime the equally unnatural 
volume. of purchases of war material 
in America (ont to mention grain) 
causes a situation, on international ex- 
change, probably without precedent in 
financial London's history, and to cor- 
rect which, the old-time devices of the 
market have thus far been quite futile.

In Indiana and I)linois where 
the average precipitation was only 
per cent of normal to March 1, the cro 
is now making satisfactory growth, wit 
recent rains. The Hessian fly is in 
the wheat in various localities, partic- 
ularly in Southern Indiana, in the Ev- 
ansville district. West of the Missis- 
sippi the crop shows fine prospect, with 
Kansas conditions high. Heavy rains 
have fallen in Texas and there is no 
lack of moisture from Texas to Ne- 
braska.”’
